_ EUROPEAN STABILITY. 

The German government has protested against 
the dismantling of eleven fortresses of fourteen on 
its southern and eastern frontiers. It asks far a 
‘Postponement of the dismantling of Koenigsberg, 
Krustin, and Boyer fortresses unti! the situation in 
Russia and Poland clears up. 

To American observation this seems not only a 
reasonable request from the viewpoint of the Ger- 
mans’ defense but from that of the defense of west- 
ern Europe. Certainly neither western Burope nor 
Amertea can afford to have Germany invaded by 
Trotzky or its small measure of security infringed 
by conflicts existing or threatened from the chaotic 

conditions of eastern Burope. We can sympathize 
to some extent with the French disposition to take 
the fewest chances with her own frontiers, but we 
cannot see that a reduction of German defenses in 
the south and east impairs her safety. |

AGREEMENT WITH JAPAN. 
It is reported from Washington that the United 
States and Japan are on their way to a new under- 
standing which will be based upon the extension 


of California land laws to apply to all aliens and’ 


upon a revised agreement by which Japan will pre- 
vent emigration to the United States and Hawaii. 
There might be a feeling that an American state 


should not accept foreign advice as to laws defin- 


ing ownership of land, and if California needed 
foreign capital and in inviting it had to permit 
British or French ownership of land the United 
States might have to reject this demand of Japan 
as prejudicial to both interest and dignity. 

It is suggested that California is ready to bar 
alien ownership, whether the aliens are admissible 
to citizenship or not. At some possible point in 
alien ownership it must be stopped. It is an ex- 
pedient or a privilege. Nationality cannot safely 
permit allen ownership of land if it once asserts 
itself as important. Ownership must be in citizen- 
ship or there will be no citizenship. 

Nlinois prohibits ownership of land by aliens. 
So do other states. If California spread its prohi- 
bition out generally and uniformly the Japanese 
protest against discrimination would be removed 
and the settlement by conciliation made possible. 

If Japanese are excluded from settling in the 
United States and Hawaii it does not matter how 
it is done. It is better done without offense 
to the Japanese than with offense to them. It is 
better that they restrain their citizens than that 
we repel them, if they do it. If they do not, we 
must. The fact must be accomplished. If it works 
by agreement a law is not necessary, but a law 
can be had if agreements will not work. 

We hope that all the issues between the Ameri- 
cans and the Japanese can be handled by diplo- 
macy. They can, we believe, if they are the issues 
stated. If the contest is one for supremacy with 
the Japanese as aggressors waiting for their op- 
portunity, our efforts at agreement may be use-

House Report Leads to 
Partisan Dispute. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—A total 
of $573,964,721 was recommended by 
the house appropriations committee 
today for the postoffice department 
during the fiscal year 1922. This is 

_ $11,442,181 less than that asked by 
postal officials, but is $69,530,021 more 
than: the appropriations for this year. 

The principal reductions reported 


were: Temporary and auxiliary clerk |: 


hire, $6,000,000; rent, light and fuel of 
first, second, and third class postoffices, 
$500,000; travel allowances for railway 
mail clerks, $89,931; airplane mail 
service, $2,250,000; electric car service, 
$157,000; mail bags, $1,350,000. 

The postmaster general and his as- 
sistants each lost the usual $1,000 
allowance for traveling expenses. The 
expenses of the postmaster general’s 
office, however, were increased $488,- 

. 476. 
Big Slash m Sundry Civil Bill. 

The sundry civil bill, carrying ap- 
propriations of $383,611,292, a cut of 
$420,914,192 from estimates, was also 
introduced today. 

The largest single reduction, $147,- 
@00,000, applies to the shipping board 
emergency fleet corporation. Request 
from the department of justice for 
$300,000 for enforcement of the na- 
tional prohibition act was eliminated 
entirely. 

Other principal slashes included: 
War_risk insurance, $87,000,000; voca- 
tional education, $13,000,000; military 

posts, $60,942,815; flood control Mis- 
sissippi river, $3,330,000; nitrate plants, 
$10,000,000; Panama canal, $7,187,255, 

War Risk Patients’ Provision. 


The principal increases over this 
year’s appropriations were $11,803,000 
for the reclamation service; $1,231,000 
for pational home for disabled volun- 
teer soldiers, and $1,000,000 for light- 
houses and beacons. 

The appropriation proposed on ac- 
count of medical and hospital service 
for war risk patients was $33,000,000, 
or $13,000,000 less than the total for 
1921. The estimate for 1922 was $50,- 
000,000. 

“There were 19,857 patients receiv- 
ing treatment Nov. 18, 1920,” said the 
' committee report accompanying the 
bill, “and the estimate is that the 
number will reach 30,000 during the 
fiscal year 1922. These patients are 
cared for in public health service hos- 
pitals, in hospitais at various soldiers’ 
homes, in army and navy hospitals, 
and in contract hospitals at varying 
cost. rates. The amount proposed is 
on the basis of 30,000 patients, at the 
approximate rate of $3 a day.” 


Partisan Claims Differ. 
Both the postoffice and sundry bills 
were closely scrutinized because of the 
' Claims by the Republican leaders that 
they had made large reductions in gov- 
ernment expenditures. 

Democratic leaders were prompt to 
point out today the sum total car- 
ried Py both bills, tf passed as sub- 
mitted, would add about $17,000,000 to 
the Cost of running the government 
next year. Republican leaders were 
equally prompt in declaring there was 
abundant ground for gratification on 
their part, inasmuch as they had used

MIXING CONCRETE, 

™ ONCRETE work may be done in 
winter by providing some means 
of heating the cement and wa- 
ter. In cold weather when work 
is not so pressing gardeners at.d truck- 
ers find it a good time to build hot- 
beds, cold frames, flower benches, and 
lawn furniture, such as bénches and 
pedestals. 

Elaborate equipment for building 
simple concrete structures in the winter 
is not needed. A stove may be made 


; | of bricks and a sheet of iron. By 


kindling a fire under the metal plate 


the aggregate may be heated. Keep 


shifting the sand and pebbles about on 
the stove until they are heated to a 


temperature of about 150 degrees 


Fahrenheit. An old tarpaulin may be 
spread over the pile of aggregate to 
prevent the loss of heat. Water used 
in mixing should be heated to about 
the same temperature. This is most 
conveniently done in a kettle. Quick 
work is necessary in order ‘to mix the 
material and pour it. into the forms 
before it gets cold. | 

Warmth and moisture are essential 
for rapid hardening of the concrete.
